SCIENTIST’S ANSWER. 

Commenting last night upon Dist.- 
Atty. Woolwine's statement, William 
E. Brown of the Christian Science 
Committee on Publication for South- 
ern California, sald: : 

“The Medical Practice Act of the 
State of California, regulating the 
practice of the healing art, con- 
tains the following provision: | 

Nor shall thie act be construed 
20 as to discriminate Against any 
particular school of medicine or sur- 
gery or any treatment, nor to regu- 
late, Prohibit or apply to any kind 
of treatment by prayer, nor to in-

“Clearly the provision in the laws 
of our Btate entitles ite citizens to 
employ Christian Science treatment 
for the healing of their physical 
ille. Thousands of the best citizens 
of Los Angeles are adherents of this 
method of healing, as may be seen 
by an attendance on any one of the 
thirteen Christian Science churc 
and societies of the city. 

“In the recent election, the citizene 
of Los Angeles county registered 
their prot against compulsory 
medicine. by a vote of about 110. 
000, against 105,000, disapproving 
compulsory vacvination. 

“Mr. Woolwine’s position at this 
time is directly opposed to that tak- 
en by him about three years ago 
when he appeared before the United 
States Supreme Court in defense of 
the conatitutionality of the Medical 
Practice Act of the State of Ca- 
fornia. in an attack on the clause 
permitting Christian Science treat- 
ment for physical ilis. He argued 
before that court in the case of 
L. E. Nichol et al va. W. D. Stephens 
et al as follows: 

“The purpose of the exemption 
complained of is to permit those 
whotheal by prayer or through the 
practice of religion to carry on their 
vecation without procuring licenses 
from, or being regulated by the 
State Board of Medical Examiners.

Prices Lowering Gradually; 
No Sudden Slump. 


Eastern predictions of impending 
hard times and holiday retrench- 
ments were answered here yesterday 
by convincing statements and fig- 
ures from prominent local mer- 
chante showing that this wih de 
one of this city’s biggest and most 
prosperous Christmas seasons. Buy- 
ing has never been heavier, these 
retailers say, and there is no ap- 
parent tendency to defer purchas- 
ing in the hope of an abrupt price- 
slump later on. No such slump is 
probable here, in the opinion of 
these merchants, for the reason that 


no effort has been made to keep up 
a high and unjustified price level. 
Wherever it has been possible, they 
declare, there have already been 
substantial price reductions te the 
pablic in nearly every ling. 

J. Bullock of Bullock's depart- 
ment store said that the holiday 
trade in that establishment ig the 
best it has ever been. People who 
spent but little money for Christ- 
mas gifts during the war have again 
become imbued with the Christmas 
spirit, he thinks, and are enjoying 
the benefit of lower prices in such 
lines as it has been possible for 
Prices to be reduced, he says. 

Leo Jacoby of Jacoby Brothers said 
that prices on some commodities in 
the dry goods line here are even 
lower than the cost of replacement 
plus a reasonable profit, adding that 
his store recently completed a sale 
that broke all its records so far as 
volume of business is concerned. 

“During the ale,“ sald Mr. Jacoby, 
“we sold 1200 shirts in a single day 
for $5.98 apiece. A year ago we 
were selling those same shirts for 
$12 to $15 each. For a while dur- 
ing the sale we sold outing flannel 
at retell for less than the whole- 
sale. price quoted to us last week. 
This ie j an inkling of what ts 
being: in the fowering of prices. 
I fee? Bure that prices in many Las 
Augetles stores are lower than they 
are in eastern cities, and 1 ¢hink 
Los Angeles stores will keep pace 
with all future proper reductions in 
commodity prices.” 

AS TO SHOES. 
Roy Baker of the Baker shoe 
stores said that the shoe business 
is experiencing gradual price reduc- 
tion and that the retailers are given 
the benefit of somewhat lower prices 
every time they place an order. 

“We are now getting $1240 for 
shoes that sold a few months ago at 
$16 and $18," says Mr. Baker. “It 
is my opinion that shoe prices will 
shortly stabilige somewhere near $16 
for a pair of good shoes and $12 
and 315 for the best. I don't de- 
lieve we may expect genuinely high- 
grade shoes to drop below these fig- 
ures. 


BEATS LAST YEAR. 

Back from a business trip to New 
York less than three weeks, H. W. 
Frank of Harris & Frank, said that 
Los Angeles merchants in general 
are lowering prices as rapidly as is 
consistent with the downward trend 
of renjacement’ costs, and that hie 
firm ts doing a business far in ex- 
cess of the trade it enjoyed just be- 
fore Christmas a year ago. 

“I doubt if the general public 
wants business men to tell their 
goods for any price they can get and 
then find themselves so short of 
money they can't stock up again,” 
says Mr. Frank. “I'm certain that 
local merchants are giving the con- 
sumer the benefit of fair price re- 
auctions every time they are given 
the benefit of a lower price on a 
replacement order. 

“Only a few days go 1 was in 
New York. I noticed that they were 
getting from 82 to $5 and even $7.50 
for neckties there, so I am sure we 
are keeping abreast of the times in 
the gradual descent to a safe and 
sane economic basis. Reductions tn. 
prices for spring goods in our lina 
wil] not exceed 26 per cent leas 
than prices for the same tines last 
spring. Our Christmas business, in 
total number of sales as well aa in 
aggregate volume, is far ahead cf 
last vear’s holiday business, which 
convinces me that the people know 
we are giving them a square deal 
in prices.” 

CHEAPER GROCERIES. 

Bam Seellg. owner of the chain of 
stores which bears his name, de- 
clares that $1 next spring will buy 
as much as $2 would buy six months 
azo. This happy state of affairs 


„will come about, he thinks, because 


grocery stocks can he turned over 
so rapidly that it is possible to pass 
price reductions along to the con- 
sumer without much delay. 

Wholesale prices, he says, have, 
been declining sharply for the last 
ninety days. He thinks that in most 
instances the retailers have given 
the public the full benefit of such 
declines. In that time, he declares. 
rice has dropped from 106 to @ 1-4 
cents a pound, flour from $3.75 to 
$2.90 a sack, and sugar from $20.75 
to $9.25 per hundredweight 

“Tt looks as though * has 
reached a point where it is below 
the cost of uction.” says Mr. 
Seelig, “and I surmise that advances 
In sugar will be necessary later on. 
There are lines of fancy goods which 
have been held up in spite of gen- 
eral reductions, and these, too, must 
come down before long.”

Sixty Thousand Penns In- 
stalled in Less Than Two 
Years, Powley Says. | 


Pointing out that the company 
has installed 60,000 telephone in- 
struments in this city within twenty- 
three months, N. R. Powley, com- 
mercial superintendent of the Bouth- 
ern California Telephone Company, 
told members of the Rotary Club 
yesterday that the company cannot 
keep up with the demand for tele- 
phone service here unless the State 
Railroad Commission grants ft an in- 
crease in rates. 

Mr. Powley stated that the com- 


pany has strung 21,000 miles of wire, 
installed eighty-five miles of conduit. 
set 2500 poles and installed 25,883 
telpehones since Jan. 1, 20, and 
that it has bought $2,800,000 worth 
of materials since that date, and is 
expecting delivery on another 
$1,900,000 worth soon. 

According to Mr. Powley’e figures 
the city now has 145,000 telephones 
in use, or one to every four persons. 
Moreover, the demand for telephone 
service since the war has 
precedented, Mr. Powley de 

In conclusion Mr. Powley said that 
when the two telephone companies 
consolidated it was agreed that no 
rate increases would be asked for 
within five years. He asserted, how- 
ever, that in view of the heavy out- 
lay for extensions and operating ex- 
penses the company is not able to 
pay the sort of return on the invest- 
ment which is expected by financiers, 
and that unless a satisfactory ad- 
justment of rates goes into effect 
next year it will be unable to keep 
pace with the tremendous growth 
of the city.

IRTHDAY OF THE TIMES. 

Today is the birthday of The Times, 
marking the fortieth annual milestone in 
its momentous history. Looking backward 
over the files one find$ the entire history 
of the growth of Los Angeles from a sleepy 
town of 12,000 inhabitants to the metropo- 
lis of the West. Woven into its news col- 
umns and editoriais are the real, gripping 
events and incidents that make up the 
most remarkable history of city building 
ever told, for Los Angeles stands out con- 
spicuously among the municipalities of 
America in its achievements, and it has 
ever been and will continue to be the func- 
tion of The Times to faithfully chronicle 
from day to day all the worth-while hap- 
penings of the great community which it 
serves. | 

The Times was first issued Dec. 4, 1881. 
It was then a little folio sheet. Gen. Har- 
rison Gray Otis became the principal owner 
and editor of the papér on Aug. 1, 1882, and 
that year it was ‘enlarged. In 1887 The 
Times was again enlarged and became a 
standard quarto, seven-column newspaper. 
It had the full Associated Press report at 
that time. In 1888 the Sunday Times con- 
sisted of sixteen pages. Now it is more 
than ten times as large, the biggest news- 
paper in all the world. 

In politics The Times has been consist- 
ently Republican throughout fts career. It 
has endeavored at all times to print the 
news of the day faithfully and accurately, 
to support and accelerate the forward 
march of the community and to champion 
vigilantly the cause of industrial freedom 
and sound national and local policies. 

The amazing growth of Los Angeles and 
the growth of The Times to be the world's 
biggest newspaper are interlocking. The 
Times has kept pace with the onward and 
upward trend of local affairs and has aided 
to the hest of its ability and with all its 
energies the city’s progress. 

There is a striking parallel in the con- 

trasts presented by the little town of 12.000 
inhabitants and the great metropolis of 
‘today and the tiny folio sheet of thirty-nine 
Fears ago as compared with the mammoth 
editions of The Times of today. 
Buying a carload of paper was a stirrins 
event in the early days of The Times. One 
carload was sufficient to last six months 
and it sorely taxed the resources of the 
publishers to pay for it.

Even then citizens 
of Los Angeles had great confidence in the 
future of their city and confidently pro- 
dicted that Los Angeles would be larger 
than either San Diego or Santa Barbara. 
One ambitious merchant even cast discre- 
‘tion to the winds and declared at a meet- 
ing of the City Council that some day Los 
Angeles would be as large as Minneapolis. 

On New Year's Day, 1895, only a little 
over a quarter of a century ago, The Times 
printed an optimistic and encouraging ed- 
itorial on the prospects of growth for Los 
Angeles and Southern California. The 


Times then estimated the population of 


the city at 70,000 and predicted that if a 
harbor should be developed at San Pedro 
and a railroad line be built to Salt Lake 
the city would soon attain a population 
of 150,000. 

The Angeleno of those days, while freely 
predicting that this city would be greater 
than any California city outside of San 
Francisco, hardly dared raise his eyes to 
the lofty population level of that city. To 
even whisper that the northern city would 
some time be displaced as the State's larg- 
est city was too presumptuous for even the 
most hardy and imaginative citizens of the 
Southland. 

Yet Los Angeles, even in so short a time. 
has passed San Francisco with a popvia- 
tion approximately equal to that of San 
Francisco and San Diego combined. It is 
credited by the United States Census Bu 
reau with being the tenth city of the na- 
tion in population and in industries. Its 
people are operily and confidently proclaim. 
ing their belief that our western metropo- 
lis will rise higher than tenth place in the 
Ust of American cities, that it will even 
surpass Boston and other much older cities. 
The destiny of Los Angeles is more clearly 
seen in the light of past progress. 

It is fitting, therefore, that as Los Ange- 
les develops and grows in size and vigor 
its leading newspaper, The Times, should 
keep pace with corresponding advance- 
ment. The city of Los Angeles is conspic- 
uous because of its astonishing progress, 
and The Times stands out among the news- 
papers of the world because of its pre- 
eminence, its far-reaching facilities for 
getting world news and its overwhelming 
superiority in volume of classified adver- 
tising and other significant features.

OOK DEEP AND PUNISH WELL. | 

The investigations pertaining to the 
Volstead Act, which ure bringing to light 
such wholesale violations and shameless 
evasions, have a weighty bearing upon the 
enforcement of all law. The quest must be 
deep and wide and high and there must be 
no let-up until every culprit who has sought 
to belittle the Constitution of the United 
States is brovght to punishment. The 
Times heartily indorses the activities of 
the Federal authorities and believes that 
it ig the duty of every citizen to aid in 
bringing the gullty to book—supportins 
the strict enforcement of the law and in- 
suring that no man may bring any laws 
of this country into ridicule and contempt, 
no matter what his personal opinion as to 
the wisdom or desirability of any individ- 
ual law. 

The revelations indicate that a number 
of people authorized to enforce the law of 
the country have but seized upon their re- 
sponsibility and trust ag an opportunity 
for personal gain and the dispensation of 
special privilege. Privileged persons un- 
der the act have in many cases shamefully 
abused those rights, and that in the name 
of religion and medicine, two professions 
that stand highest in the public estimation. 
The whole thing is a sordid exposure of 
incredible treachery and dishonor, and iff 
the offenders fall to reap the full reward 
of their despicable violations of trust, all 
law, the government will inevitably be 
brought into disrepute. 

It will not be sufficient to punish the 
small fry if the “higher-ups” go scot free. 
Indeed, the more influentia] the standing 
of the culprit the greater should be his 
punishment; for the doctrine of “Noblesse 
Oblige” demands superior conduct of those 
in high places. And the indictments to 
date would indicate that persons in high 
places are unpleasantly involved in the in- 
vestigations. 

The Times fully appreciates the distinc- 
tion between indictment and conviction and 
that a thoroughly innocent man may suffer 
indictment and still satisfy a jury of his 
innecence. The Times believes it will be. 
indeed. And the country at large will be 
grateful, indeed, if such is the fortune of 
the many of the accused facing indictment 
today. But there is no question that whole- 
sale violations of the act have been the 
rule, and it is imperative that such a con- 
dition be unequivocally repudiated by the 
public and the proven sneaks and traitors 
condemned to punishment. 

There is nothing in all the world that 


can so completely bring a country into con- 


tempt and undermine the prestige of its 
government as grafting and dishonorable 
Officials. The whole fabric of the Constt- 
tution must ¢rumble if the laws for its en- 
forcement are in dishonorable and traitor. 
ous hands. Yet, judging by the exposures 
cropping up In all parts of the country, the 
Eighteenth Amendment and the Volstead 
Act have been regarded chiefly as a joke, a 
glad opportunity for graft, by many of the 
men trusted, honored and paid for the re- 
sponsibilities intrusted to them. Nothing 
worse pertained in the old Russtan regime 
under the Czar, or in Persia undér the 
Shah, in China under its incompetent em- 
perors. This sort of thing is the shining 
attribute of rotten governments tottering to 
their fall, yet we find it rampant today in 
our own beloved country, where it would 
seem incredible that any man could he 
found willing to cheat and shame his na- 
tion, bring it to ridicule and disgrace. If 
the Constitution of their country is not sa- 
cred to them nothing can be. 

Since these exposures had to come, let 
them reach out to the farthermost culprit. 
fEvery citizen with an ounce of honest pa- 
triotism in his veins must appreciate the 
vital importance of earnestly upholding the 
laws of this great country. There can be 
no half measures about it. Every single 
one of the articles of the Constitution and 
its amendments must be enforced. Our 
country’s honor depends upon it. We can- 
not pick and choose which we will accept 
and which repudiate. Every last one of 
them is a basic creed which the whole 
country must adhere to. See to it, loyal 
citizens, that you uphold the Federal au- 
thorities, that the traitors and sneaks be 
hounded out and punished according to 
their greed and treachery. 


CORNER IN GODS. 

England is the only important nation 
in the world today which is dogmatic 
enough to have an established state rell 
gion. Having placed her official stamp up- 
on one particular type of belief, she has 
immediately turned around and attempted 
a corner in world religions and has suc- 
ceeded at it, if holding holy places means 
anything. 

In possessing Palestine she has the re- 
gion which cradled both Judaism and 
Christianity. In her grip on India she 
includes the Garden of Lumbini, where, 
amid splashing fountains and the soft 
voices of the doves, Buddha was miracu- 


,lously born. In her mastery of Arabia she 


holds the two shrines of Mohammedanism: 
Mecca, where the prophet was reared; and 
Medina, where he built up his elaborate 
system of laws and laid the foundations 
for a vast empire. Through her treaty 
with Japan she has a deciding voice in 
Shantung, where Confucius is buried and 
where the strange faith or system of eti- 


quette which bears his name has its roots. 


As an inevitable result of entering into 


world politics, or rather world-wide rule, 
England has been forced to take very Sert- 
ously the great religions. Incidentally, she 
has more Buddhists and more Mohamme- 
dans and probably more Confucianists un- 
der her ruje than she has members of her 
established church. But it is in her con- 
tact with Mohammedanism and Buddhism 
that England has learned what a perilous 
and exciting pastime dabbling in creeds 
"can become. Once in the business of using 
religions in the tasks of administration she 
bas had no chance to turn back and has 
deen going in deeper year by year. 


Col. Lawrence, an agnostic possessing to 


a marked degree the power of handling a 
fanatical race, played during the war the 
game of tribal and religious influence in 
Arabia with consummate skill. His policy 
was to capture the affections and utilize 
the fervor of the Bedoutns. Since he has 
retired from Arabian affairs England has 
entered upon a bolder policy of penetra- 
tion into Mohammedanism. Not content 
with holding its shrines and with the over- 
lordship of a vast majority of its devotees, 
she has set out to capture the Caliphate, or 
supreme authority, of the entire Moham- 
medan world. Taking no chances, she is 
secretly backing with vast sums both of 
the leading aspirants to that high position.

In the opinion of Theodore Har- 
dee, director of the government sav- 
ings organization for the Twelfth 
District, lugging this money around 
amounts to an economic crime. It 
tends to increase the cost of living, 
checks development of the nation's 
resources, and retards enterprise. 

It reduces the bank's ability to 
furnish credit to the industrial and 
business world, forces interest rates 
up, and hurts the workingman by 
reducing the amount of business that 
could be done were money and 
credit more plentiful. 

Mr. Hardee’s argument is that a 
fat. wallot does ne one any good, 
exc. pt, perhaps, the hold-up man, 
but if surplus funds were put into 
workable savings, such as Thrift 
Stamps, Savings Stamps or treasury 
savings certificates, both the financial 
condition of the individual and the 
government would be helped, and 
general prosperity given a boost.
